VITAL  STATISTICS 


There  was,  in  1969»  a natural  decrease  in  the  population, 
offset  in  1970  by  a natural  increase. 

The  birth  rates  for  1969  and  1970  compared  favourably  with  the 
figiires  for  England  and  Wales  and  for  the  County  as  a whole  and  showed 
increased  rates  over  the  1968  figure.  On  the  other  hand,  the  1970 
illegitimacy  birth  rate  caused  by  only  two  such  births  was  apparently 
high  by  comparison,  A study  of  these  rates  over  several  years  reveals 
that  there  have  been  fluctuations.  In  neither  year  were  there  any 
stillbirths  or  deaths  of  infants  under  one  year  and  no  maternal 
deaths  occurred. 

A study  of  the  death  rates  shovra  that  there  was  a higher  rate 
in  the  Borou^  than  in  either  the  County  or  England  and  Wales  and  in 
this  year  there  were  almost  txd-ce  as  many  deaths  from  coronary  heart 
disease  than  in  1968,  However,  1970  saw  once  again  a fall  in  the  death 
rate  and  in  the  number  of  deaths  from  coronary  heart  disease. 

HOUSING 


Steps  were  taken  by  the  Council  diiring  1969  to  erect  6 old 
people’s  bvmgalows,  a Warden’s  house  and  19  Council  houses  and  building 
commenced  before  the  end  of  the  year, 

INFECTIOUS  DISE/iSES 

Only  six  cases  of  infectious  disease  were  notified  in  the  two  years 
under  review.  There  were  no  cases  of  or  deaths  from  tuberculosis 
notified  in  the  Borough,  neither  were  any  cases  of  food  poisoning  brou^t 
to  our  notice. 

Vaccination  of  girls  aged  11  years  to  14  years  against  German 
Measles  has  commenced  in  the  County.  The  aim  is  to  prevent  congenital 
defects  in  infants  due  to  women  contracting  this  disease  during  pregnancy, 

I apologise  for  the  delay  in  presenting  this  report,  but  my  absences 
from  duty  due  to  illness  combined  with  the  somewhat  erratic  clerical 
assistance  I have  experienced  in  the  past  is,  in  the  main,  responsible 
for  the  delay, 

I vould  like  to  thank  Mr,  Roberts  for  preparing  the  section  on 
the  Sanitary  Circumstances  of  the  Area  for  1970.  Mr.  Slei^  was 
responsible  for  the  1969  report. 

I am  grateful  to  the  Town  Clerk  and  his  staff  for  their  clerical 
assistance  in  the  preparation  of  this  report;  and  the  Council  for 
their  forbearance.

It  was  in  1968  that  vaccination  against  measles  was 
started  in  the  County,  the  aim  being  to  protect  all  susceptible 
children.  There  was  initially  a good  response  and  the  usual 
biennial  measles  epidemic  did  not  occur  as  expected  in  1969*

All  school  children  are  offered  vaccination  with  B.C.G.  vaccine 
against  Tuberculosis  at  15  years  of  age;  in  1969,  155  children  at 
VJelshpool  High  School  and  102  at  Newtown  High  School  were  successfully 
vaccinated;  in  1970  these  figures  were  respectively  159  and  112. 

The  Welsh  Hospital  Board  Mass  Radiography  Service  continued  to 
provide  a mobile  unit  in  North  Wales  during  1969,  and  in  North 
Montgomeryshire  visits  vrcre  paid  to  Llanfyllin,  Llanfair  Caereinion 
and  Welshpool,  vjhcre  surveys  xrere  carried  out  among  the  general  populati 
The  total  number  attending  was  672  and  of  this  number  19  were  fo\md  to 
be  abnormal;  8 of  these  required  fiurther  observation  and  11  were  found 
to  have  other  abnormalities  of  the  chest. 

In  1970  the  unit  visited  factories  in  the  County.  No  cases  of 
tuberculosis  were  reported  as  a result  of  this  screening,  but  the  unit 
was  later  recalled  to  screen  contacts  of  a case 

of  pulmonary  tuberculosis  reported  in  a worker  at  a factory.  This 
persoiresided  in  South  Montgomeryshire.  No  secondary  cases  were  found. 

Salmonellosis 

From  time  to  time  the  Ministry  of  Agriculture  and  Fisheries 
notify  the  department  of  any  cases  of  Salmonella  infection  occurring 
in  bovines  and  ovines  on  farms.  One  such  case  was  reported  in  the 
Borough  in  1959.  General  advice  is  given  regarding  the  s^ifety  of  the 
milk  supply  for  use  on  the  farm,  and  if  the  oxmer  holds  a milk  licence, 
steps  are  taken  to  ensure  the  safety  of  the  supply  to  the  public.  Most 
milk  for  sale  to  the  public  is  now  heat  treated,  but  a small  percentage 
is  still  sold  in  the  raw  state. 

Immunization  and  Vaccination 

In  July  1970,  allkical  authorities  xfere  informed  that  vaccination 
against  rubella  (german  measles)  could  now  be  offered  to  girls  between 
the  ages  of  11  and  14  years,  thus  ensuring  that  they  are  protected  from 
the  infection  before  reaching  child-bearing  age.  Rubella  infection 
during  pregnancy  is  associated  with  certain  congenital  defects  in  the 
infant. 

The  lisual  immunization  of  infants  against  Diphtheria,  tetanus 
and  whooping  cough  and  measles  continues  to  be  offered  at  the  Infant 
V/elfare  Clinics  and  Health  Centres. 

Smallpox  vaccination  is  now  only  carried  out  if  the  parents 
particularly  wish  it,  or  in  cases  where  it  is  obligatory  for 
travellers  going  to  declared,  locally  infected  smallpox  areas  abroad. 


General  Health  Service 


The  County  Medical  Officer  of  Health  is  responsible  for  the 
personal  health  services  in  the  district. 


Sanitary  Circumstances  of  the  Area 

(1)  ¥ater.  During  two  years  Montgomeryshire  Water  Board  connected  the 
County  Supplies  to  the  reservoir  and  the  supply  is  now  satisfactorj?- 
as  to  quality  and  quantity.  Twelve  samples  xirere  taken  and  in  each 
case  the  analysts  report  was  ’’highly  satisfactory”, 

(2)  Drainage  & Sewerage,  Some  difficulty  was  experienced  at  the  works 
with  the  drying  of  sludge  but,  generally,  the  disposal  plant  worked 
satisfactorily.  Three  samples  of  the  effluent  were  taken  and  all 
were  satisfactory, 

(3)  Public  Cleansing,  A change  was  made  from  fortnightly  collection  by 
the  provision  of  a weekly  service.  With  this  the  quantity  of 
refuse  collected  increased  considerably  but  no  difficulty  was 

• encountered  in  collection.  The  work  is  done  by  contract  with  Porden 
Rural  District  Council. 

During  the  year  the  tipping  site  became  full  and  it  was  arranged 
for  the  refuse  to  be  tipped  on  the  Forden  R.D.C.  tip  at  Churchstoke, 
a distance  of  five  miles.  Arrangements  were  made  to  cover  the  old  tip 
with  soil  with  a view  to  abandoning  it  back  to  the  farm  for  grazing, 

Notices  were  served  on  six  owners  of  pail  closets  to  convert 
them  to  water  closets  and  during  the  year  three  were  converted  and 
work  started  on  the  other  three. 

The  Council  notified  the  owner  of  the  remaining  three  properties 
with  pail  closets  that  ni^t  soil  collection  would  cease  in  April, 

1970  and  the  owners  intimated  that  when  water  mains  vrere  provided 
they  would  consider  modernising  the  houses  vath  the  aid  of  grant. 

(4)  Shops. V All  were  inspected  and  no  action  was  necessary.

Housing  etc. 


Housing 

No  houses  were  built  in  1969  by  the  Council  but  plans  were 
prepared  for  the  erection  of  six  old  persons  bungalows  and  an  associated 
Warden’s  House.  The  erection  of  these  began  during  the  year  1969  and  they 
vxere  completed  and  occupied  in  1970. 

Two  houses  in  Arthur  Street  were  improved  b3^  the  Council  with  the 
assistance  of  Discretionary  Grants  and  a grant  under  the  Local  Authority 
(Historic  Buildings)  Act,  1962. 

Plans  wore  also  propanod  for  19  houses  near  Tan-y-nur  Housing  Estate 
and  work  began  on  these  tovfsrds  the  end  of  1969  and  4 wore  occupied  by  the 
end  of  1970. 

Txito  houses  were  built  by  private  enterprise. 


Two  houses  vrcre  modernised  tith  the  aid  of  Discretionary  Improvement 
Gr^uito.  One  house  is  a scheduled  16th  century  building  and  the  Council 
also  made  a grant  under  the  Local  Authority  (Historic  Buildings)  Act  1962. 
These  houses  were  improved  with  the  aid  of  Standard  Grants, 

Factories 

There  are  no  outworkers  in  the  Borough  but  7 Factories  in  which 
Section  7 is  enforced  by  the  Local  Authority. 

Eleven  premises  are  on  the  Register  of  Offices  and  Shops.  All 
were  inspected  and  no  action  was  necessary.  No  accidents  were  reported. 

Food 

Milk.  There  are  no  dairies.  Outside  retailers  serve  the  district 
and  all  milk  sold  is  pasteurised. 

Meat  and  Food.  There  are  no  slau^terhouses  in  the  Borough.  16  lbs. 
of  food  was  voluntarily  surrendered  and  condemned  as  unfit  for  human 
c onsumpti on. 
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
